DR. LAURA SEES THE * 
LIGHT 

Dr. Laura Schlessinger, a radio talk show 
host whose listening audience rivals that of 
Rush Limbaugh, recently expressed her views 
on gun ownership: 

“Sadly, it's time for good Americans to get 
guns. I’m right in the middle of a big change 
of attitude about a very important subject. 
And 1 know a lot of my readers and listeners 
to my radio program may be shocked. But 
people who have known me over time know 
that I'm someone who involves the public. 
That is, when I start changing my mind about 
something or discover new information or 
. some truth about my own life or life in 
general, I'm usually pretty straightforward 
{ about the process with my colleagues and my 
fans. " 

Schlessinger said the shootings in Atlanta 
caused her to rethink her position on firearms 
ownership. “I thought about the difference it 
might have made — lives saved instead of lost 
— if someone in one of those offices had been 
armed. The murderer might well have been 
foiled in his reign of terror before so many 
innocent people died. " 

Schlessinger mentioned that she was in Los 
Angeles during the 1994 earthquake. “The 
National Guard was everywhere. There they 
were, it seemed, on every corner, uniformed, 
armed, ammunition slung across their chests, 
ready. As I recall, there was absolutely no 
crime in Los Angeles at that time — no 
break-ins, no holdups, no car-jackings. Nada. 
The bad guys obviously didn't want to get 
shot. 

“Even before the horror of the most recent 
attack on children in a Los Angeles Jewish 
center near my home, I was in the process of 
making up my mind to find a nice police 
officer or sheriff to teach me how to 
responsibly fire a ‘ gun. ' 

“I can hardly believe I'm saying this, 
because I have been opposed to the idea that 
everyone should be free to bear arms. But the 
unpredictability of where danger strikes next, 
coupled with the frequency with which it 
happens, has led me to think that we 4 good 
guys' need to have the mentality of the 


beleaguered Israelis. And, of course, we need 
to have their attitude as well. " 

Schlessinger mentions the Israelis because, 
during a recent trip there, she noticed that 
almost everyone was “packing iron.” And Israel 
has one of the lowest homicide rates in the 
world. 

Speaking as someone who has visited Israel 
four times and lived there for a total of 18 
months (once catching shrapnel in the chest 
from a terrorist bomb), Schlessinger is right. 
Israel is one large Dodge City as far as guns are 
concerned — minus the shoot-outs — at least 
among themselves. 

SOMEONE ELSE SEES THE 
LIGHT 

More important that Dr. Schlessinger’s 
conversion is that of Harvard law professor 
Lawrence Tribe, who is considered by many to 
be the most influential constitutional scholar in 
America today. Tribe has modified, ever so 
slightly, his interpretation of the Second 
Amendment. 

Tribe, for decades the darling of liberals 
because of his misinterpretation of the 
Constitution, now views the Second 
amendment as “an important political right 
that should not be dismissed as ‘wholly 
irrelevant ,'" according to Tony Mauro, writing 
in USA TODAY Aug. 8, 1 999. 

Tribe said that “the federal government 
may not disarm individual citizens without 
some unusually strong justification. " 

Tribe is no lightweight in judicial circles. 
He’s been quoted over 50 times in Supreme 
Court opinions -- and by top judges in India, 
Germany, Russia, Canada and elsewhere. 

Liberals feel violated by Tribe’s shift in 
attitude towards the Second Amendment. Tribe 
admits to receiving a ton of hate mail from 
Rights Haters (“Hatriots”). 

“For Larry Tribe to say there's more to 
the Second Amendment than originally 
thought is very important, and reflects an 
open-mindedness that some don't expect," 
said Drake University law' professor Tom 
Baker. 

“He legitimizes this whole new body of 
scholarship, and will force judges and others 


to face the issue on its merits. " said Glenn H. 
Reynolds of the University of Tennessee. 

Tribe was embarrassed into changing his 
position by the vast majority of constitutional 
scholars who maintain that the Second 
Amendment recognizes the individual, not 
collective, right to own arms. Tribe found 
himself increasingly alone, hence the change. 

THIS IS NOT GOOD NEWS 

Colt, Glock and Smith & Wesson are 
looking to get out from under the avalanche of 
lawsuits they’re currently facing. 

Rumor has it that Glock is offering to stop 
pistol sales to the public and Colt is 
considering the same move. No word on what 
S&W is going to do. 

Several issues back we predicted that the 
Second Amendment would be sued out of 
existence.

It’s only a matter of 
time before lawsuits are brought against ammo 
manufacturers.

FOR CLINTON’S HEAD

TONS AND TONS OF GUNS 

“Shortly before filing a lawsuit this year 
against gun manufacturers and some gun 
dealers, Detroit completed the sale of nearly 14 
tons of its own used police weapons to a private 
dealer,” Free Press staff writer David Migoya 
reported Aug. 25, 1999 in an article titled 
“Tons of Police Weapons Dealt. Starting In 
1992” 

It’s a common practice for police 
departments to trade in their old service guns 
for new ones--not unlike trading in your used 


car for a new one. However, after the police 
sold 14 tons of firearms from 1992 to 1999, the 
city of Detroit turned around and sued firearms 
manufacturers to recoup costs of gun-related 
crime. 

The politically correct thing to do would 
have been to destroy all those nasty instruments 
of death and just go out and buy new ones. 
However: “1 can imagine what the citizens 
would say if we destroyed them all and had to 
find the money , instead of reselling them to 
buy our new weapons said Detroit police 
chief Benny Napoleon. 

Detroit is not alone in gun dealing. CBS 
reported that “nine of the 12 cities that have 
filed lawsuits against the nation’s gun 
manufacturers ~ including Detroit - have been 
selling their used weapons for years.” 

Detroit sold 8,500 guns to Century Arms 
for about $1 million.

Mr. Speaker, The Texas Rangers have now 
uncovered new evidence that the Federal 
Government covered up the truth and lied about 
Waco. 

A recent memo says Federal 
agents had a friendly meeting with Koresh just 
nine days before the assault.

SOME GOOD NEWS OUT 
OF CANADA 

The Canadian Police Association “is 
considering reversing its stand on gun 
registration,” reported Tom Regan in the 
Christian Science Monitor of Aug. 26, 1999. 

The CPA considers the tougher gun laws as 
“too expensive and unworkable.” 


If the CPA votes to withdraw support for 
the 1998 Firearms Act it could have 
ramifications here in the U.S. It would send a 
signal that tough gun laws do not work. U.S. 
gun grabbers look at Canada as a testing 
ground - they have an “if it works in Canada 
we’ll try it here” mentality. Well, it isn’t 
working in Canada, and it sure as hell won’t 
work here. 

“A move in Canada toward less gun control 
could thus impact the direction of lawmaking in 
the U.S.,” reported Regan. Adding to the lack 
of support is the fact that the homicide rate in 
Canada is at a 30-year low. 

NOTICE 

To All Workers and Employees 
regarding the Possession and Use of Social 
Security Numbers 

There is no law requiring a person to have, 
obtain or use a Social Security Number to live 
or work in the United States. Social Security is 
a voluntaiy system and there is no legal 
requirement that an individual obtain or use a 
Social Security Number. 

The Social Security Act requires the Social 
Security Administration to establish and 
maintain records of wages and self-employment 
income for each individual whose work is 
covered under the^prqgram; a Social Security 
Number is needed for that purpose. No social 
security benefits will be paid to you unless you 
obtain and use a SociaPSecurity Number. 

The Internal Revenue Service imposes no 
penalty on a employee if the failure to show a 
Social Security Number (SSN) or Taxpayer 
Identification Number (TIN) for an employee 
was due to reasonable cause and not willful 
neglect. (See 26 USC 6109 (a) (2) (B), 6721 
(c) (1) (B), and 6724 (a)). The IRS requires an 
employer to request (IRC 6109 (a) (3)) the 
employee to provide the employer with either 
an SSN or TIN. However, the employee may 
refuse to provide an SSN or TIN. An employer 
is prohibited by Title VII of the Civil Rights 
Act from dismissing any employee for refusing 
to provide an SSN or TIN because of their 
religious belief or creed. 

Section 7 of Public Law 93-579 provides 
that: (a) (1) It shall be unlawful for any 

Federal, State or local government agency to 
deny to any individual any right, benefit, or 
privilege provided by law because of such 
individual’s refusal to disclose his social 
security account number. 

If you do not wish your employer to use 
your Social Security Number, you should tell 
him in writing, that you elect to withdraw the 
use of your Social Security Number and request 
your employer to enter the phrase “Employee 
Refused to Provide” in the space for a Social 


Security Number when your employer reports 
your wages and taxes. 

18 USC Sec. 242 and 42 USC Sec. 1983 

provides that: “Whoever, under color of law, 
statute, ordinance, regulation, or custom, 
willfully subjects any person in any State, 
Territory, or District to the deprivation of any 
rights, privileges, or immunities secured or 
protected by the Constitution or laws of the 
United States... shall be fined under this title or 
imprisoned not more than one year, or both.” 

42 USC Sec. 1983 further provides that a 
violator “shall be liable to the party injured in 
an action at law, suit in equity, or other proper 
proceeding for redress.” 

42 USC Sec. 408 provides that: 
“Whoever.. .(8) discloses, uses, or compels the 
disclosure of the social security number of any 
person in violation of the laws of the United 
States shall be guilty of a felony and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined under Title 1 8 
or imprisoned for not more than five years, or 
both.” 

TYPICAL BUREAUCRATS 

This 1990 story is a timeless illustration of 
government incompetence and stupidity:

A company president sought to buy some 
land in Louisiana for a plant expansion, and he 
wanted to finance it with a government loan. 

His lawyer filled out all the necessaiy forms 
and applications and sent them, appropriately. 
The government reviewed his application and 
abstract and sent the following reply: 

“We received today your letter enclosing 
application for your client supported by 
abstract of title.

BRITISH FINDINGS ON

Chief Inspector Colin Greenwood of the 
West Yorkshire Constabulary spent six months 
at Oxford, studying gun control laws in many 
countries. 

He concluded: At first glance , it would 
seem odd or even perverse to suggest that 
statutory controls on the private ownership of 
firearms are irrelevant to the problem of 
armed crime; yet that is precisely what the 
evidence shows . 

Armed crime and violent crime generally 
are products of ethnic and social factors 
unrelated to the availability of a particular 
type of weapon . 

The number of firearms required to satisfy 
the crime market is small , and these are 
supplied no matter what controls are 
instituted

UN EXCERPTS 

The U.S. government signed the UN’s 
“Universal Declaration of Human Rights” back 
in April 2, 1992. The following are all three 
sections of Art. 29: 

1. Everyone has duties to the community in 
which alone the free and full development of 
his personality is possible. 

2. In the exercise of his rights and 
freedoms, everyone shall be subject only to 
such limitations as are determined by law solely 
for the purpose of securing due recognition and 
respect for the rights and freedoms of others 
and of meeting the just requirements of 
morality, public order and general welfare in a 
democratic society. 

3. These rights and freedoms may in no 
case be exercised contrary to the purposes and 
principles of the United Nations.

THE GREEN COMMANDOS 

Last March 40 police officers in ten 
four-man teams swooped in with helicopters in 
a pre-dawn raid that netted six suspects in 
Dorchester County, MD. 

The principal suspect, Robert Gootee, was 
hauled from his bed and led away in chains. His 
wife was not allowed to call anyone, nor were 
her neighbors allowed to come and comfort her, 
for four and a half hours. 

What was the offense that precipitated this 
action? Was the four-year investigation that led 
to the armed raid concerned with terrorism, 
serial homicide or a major drug ring? What 
type of criminal offenses were involved? Who 
were these brave law-enforcement agents who 
defied death to make the arrests? 

You had better sit down. 

Gootee was charged with possession of an 
undersized striped bass, striped bass out of 
season, untagged striped bass, possession of 
summer flounder out of season, failure to tag 
and check deer within 24 hours and possession 
of a loaded weapon in a vehicle. The agents 
were from the state and U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. And the target of the raid was the 
Golden Hills Hunt Club.

Farah went on to report on a story in Field 
& Stream titled: “Looking for firepower, 
flrefights and other fun stuff? Forget the 
SEALs; Fish and Game is the place to be.” 

‘Wardens may be watching too many cop 
shows. How else can they explain why 
increasing numbers of them seem to reject their 
workaday reality and the routine of dealing 
with essentially law-abiding people in favor of 
a world in which the everyday sportsman is an 
ex-army commando ready for a shoot-out or a 
high speed car chase? 

“Recruits to wildlife law enforcement now 
spend more time learning how to break down 
doors of alleged poachers than how to 
differentiate the various species of sunfish,” 
reported Field & Stream. 

It was also reported that trainees for Fish 
and Wildlife go through military style boot 
camp which includes 40 hours of firearms 
training. Fish and Wildlife officials claim that 
game wardens are “seven times more likely to 
be killed during an assault on the job than any 
other type of law officer.” 

According to the FBI, 65 law enforcement 
officers were killed nationwide in the line of 
duty in 1 997 — not one was a game warden. 

GOOD & BAD NEWS FROM 
BRAZIL 

The Brazilian Supreme Court has 
overturned a law banning trading in small 
firearms. 

“They overturned the law because it was 
unconstitutional. It was a Rio state law on the 
sale of arms," said a spokeswoman at the 
Supreme Federal Tribunal. 


There are still some rough times ahead for 
Brazilian gun owners, however. President 
Fernando Henrique Cardoso has introduced a 
bill that would outlaw firearms ownership 
altogether -- except for his body guards, police 
and military. 

CHICKEN & MASHED 
FAX? 

It seems that a chicken processing plant in 
New Zealand has received scores of classified 
faxes from Washington and no one can figure 
out why. 

“One of them had the name of a military 
officer with his code name and security 
number . For us it really doesn ’t matter, but if 
this fell into the wrong hands, who knows 
what would happen . It's really quite 
frightening ,” said chicken plant owner Saji 
Philips. 

Philips contacted the Asian-Pacific 
Economic Cooperation Summit and asked them 
to stop sending the faxes. Result? More faxes. 

When asked why this was happening U.S. 
embassy officials in N.Z. said, “We are looking 
into the situation ... ” In the meantime the faxes 
keep rolling in.

CONGRESSIONAL INMATES

IT NEVER ENDS 

The New England Journal of Medicine is at 
it again. They search high and low to come up 
with some excuse to restrict guns. Their latest? 
They claim that indoor target shooting is 
dangerous because the bullets give off particles 
of lead when hitting the back stop which can 
affect the nervous system, especially of young 
children — of course, always the “children”. 

Dr. Michael Shannon of Children’s 
Hospital in Boston said that lead poisoning 
“has long been associated with firearms use 
and has been reported among firing range 
instructors.” At the same time Shannon said 
that the direct effect on young shooters is 
“unknown“. So, there’s no empirical evidence 
whatsoever that shooting indoors has any 
negative effects on young shooters but he still

I personally know a reloader who for many 
years has cast his own lead bullets without 
ventilation. (That’s a no-no, folks.) However, 
during a recent physical he specifically asked to 
have his blood checked for lead levels. Results: 
Zero.

According to liberals everyone involved in 
the Patriot or Militia Movement is a paranoid 
government-hating wacko extremist who listens 
all day long to short-wave radio progams that 
spew out hate and misinformation. 


So, if a short-wave radio host or caller says 
that the government performs chemical or 
biological tests on Americans without their 
consent or knowledge that should qualify as 
“anti-government” rhetoric.

Just take a 
look at the US Code, Title 50, Section 1520. 
Observe: 

50 USC 1520 

Sec. 1520. Use on human subjects for 
testing of chemical or biological agents by 
Department of Defense; accounting to 
Congressional committees with respect to 
experiments and studies; notification of local 
civilian officials. 

(a) Not later than thirty days after final 
approval within the Department of Defense of 
plans for any experiment or study to be 
conducted by the Department of Defense, 
whether directly or under contract, involving 
the use of human subjects for testing of 
chemical or biological agents , the Secretary of 
Defense shall supply the Committees on Armed 
Services of the Senate and House of 
Representatives with full accounting of such 
plans for such experiment or study, and such 
experiment or study may then be conducted 
only after the expiration of the thirty-day period 
beginning on the date such accounting is 
received by such committees. 

(b) (1) The Secretary of Defense may not 
conduct any test or experiment involving the 
use of any chemical or biological agent on 
civilian populations unless local civilian 
officials in the area in which the test or 
experiment is to be conducted are notified in 
advance of such test or experiment, and such 
test or experiment may then be conducted only 
after the expiration of the thirty-day period 
beginning on the date of such notification. 

(2) Paragraph (1) shall apply to tests and 
experiments conducted by Department of 
Defense personnel and tests and experiments 
conducted on behalf of the Department of 
Defense by contractors. — End- 

Now you’ll notice that permission to 
conduct such experiments is not required. Only 
“local civilian officials” (not elected officials) 
are to be “notified.” Translation: 
“‘Permission?’ ‘Permission?’ We don’t need 
no stinkin ’ ‘ Permission . ’” 

'Some graphic disclosures regarding 
experiments on U.S. citizens aired Sept. 25, 
1999 when A&E’s “Investigative Reports” 
revealed one horror story after another. Back in 
the 1950s the CIA was experimenting with 
LSD as a potential “truth drug.” In 1953 Frank 
Olsen, a government chemical warfare 
researcher, had LSD slipped into his drink 
without his knowledge. The experiment ran 
awry, he flipped out, and allegedly “jumped” 
from a tenth story window of the Statler Hotel 
in NYC. When CIA documents were finally 
made public it was revealed that individuals 
who were experimented on were referred to as 
“expendable” and, should the experiment fail. 


they could be “disposed” of. Olsen’s body was 
exhumed at the request of family members. 
Two forensic experts believe that he was 
knocked unconscious before he “jumped” from 
the window. 

In operation “Climax” the CIA opened two 
brothels where they gave customers LSD in 
order to study their reactions. Many flipped out. 

If Congress (which enacted 50 USC 1520) 
and the Department of Defense (which 
proposed it) wish to run biological or chemical 
experiments we suggest they try them on their 
families, or better yet, on themselves. Just tell 
them it’s for God and country, they’ll 
understand. Maybe then they’ll leave the rest of 
us alone. 

If we private citizens conducted such tests* 
we’d get 20 years in a federal prison. So why 
hasn’t anyone in the federal government been 
held accountable?

CURING MEAT 

This recipe was handed down in my family. 
My grandfather (1880-1960) was a butcher and 
a helluva cook. 

I like a stone crock, but glass or plastic will 
do. I usually com three or four roasts at a time. 
Use a vessel large enough to hold the meat you 
wish to pickle with three or four inches to 
spare. 

Add enough room temp water to cover the 
meat by a couple of inches. To the water add 
kosher salt, mixing enough as you add to make 
an egg (in the shell) out of the refrigerator to 
float. When it does you have enough salt. Add 
onions, celery, garlic, pickling spice to taste 
(write down how much you add the first time 
you try it). I use one large whole onion, one 
whole bulb of garlic. Celery leaves from the 
stalk or seeds give good flavor. I like a rolled 
roast of pork, beef or deer. 

When you have your brine ready submerge 
the meat and place a large plate or a piece of 
clean wood on top of the brine with a weight to 
be sure the meat stays completely covered. Let 
soak for seven days. Remove meat and rinse in 
cold water. Discard the brine, rinse vessel and 
start all over again. Do the second soaking the 
same as the first. When that is done you can 
rinse, dry and freeze, or wrap in white cotton to 
keep flies off and hang in cool place to dry. The 
meat can be smoked at this stage although 
smoking is not needed. No matter how the meat 
is stored it must be freshened before cooking. 
To do this, soak the meat in cold water 
overnight, change the water and soak for a few 
hours. Soaking will not diminsh flavor, but will 
take out enough salt to make a very good meal. 
After the first time you’ll know how you want 
to flavor your brine. -Sparky

United Nations' Universal Declaration of Human Rights - Defender of Destroyer of 

Unalienable Rights?

As "United Nations Day" (October 24) is fast approaching there's no better time to ring the 
Liberty Bell. Alert the people to the threat that the UN's "Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights" poses to our unalienable individual rights. 

In 1948 this Universal Declaration of Human Rights was issued under the signature of 
Eleanor Roosevelt, the chairwoman of the UN Commission on Human Rights. Though the 
document contains some fine sentiments ("No one shall be subject to torture") it utterly 
fails to protect individual rights - if indeed that was its intended purpose. It is a socialist 
manifesto. The Preamble, for example, murkily declares that "the peoples of the United 
Nations have... determined to promote social progress and better standards of life in 
larger freedom." Such ambiguous wording ("social progress and better standards of life 
in larger freedom") could be interpreted - and when the time is right, it undoubtedly will 
be interpreted - as authorizing the UN General Assembly to seize and redistribute private 
property. Nowhere in the UDHR is there any protection for the "peoples of the United 
Nations" whose property would be taken to raise the "standard of life" for other "peoples 
of the United Nations." Article 17's "No one shall arbitrarily be deprived of his property" is 
meaningless, because the UN could deliberately pass a resolution to take it [emphasis 
added]. But this is just one illustration of why the UDHR cannot and will not protect even 
the most basic of individual rights. 

This is not surprising, considering the UDHR's origin. Known officially as UN Resolution 
21 7A(III) it was drafted by collectivists, and ratified by appointed officials without public 
discussion or debate. 

There was no groundswell for a so-called UDHR. No anguished cry for it arose from the 
slums of India or the huts of Cameroon or the shanty towns of Brazil. Instead Resolution 
21 7A(III) was imposed from above by elitists in Washington, Geneva and London. They 
took it upon themselves to assert that "freedom from fear and want has been proclaimed 
as the highest aspiration of the common people." The elite, hiding behind a screen of 
"human rights," condescended to speak for us, the "common people". Beware. Our 
would-be lords and masters will use the bogus "freedoms from fear and want" to destroy 
our unalienable rights. 

In contrast to the lack of popular support for the UDHR we "common people" might 
consider our experience as Americans in securing our rights. Ever since the Virginia 
Declaration of Rights of 1776 we have insisted on bills of rights to protect us from 
government, in fact, without the promise of a national bill of rights the Constitution wouid 
not have been ratified. Our Bill of Rights was prepared by individuals who possessed the 
highest probity and intellect. It was vigorously debated by our forebears in newspapers, 
pamphlets and public forums, and by our elected representatives in Congress and state 
houses -- unlike the UDHR. 

But then the Universal Declaration of Human Rights and the Bill of Rights are not 
comparable. The fundamental difference arises from the concept of rights. The Bill of 
Rights recognizes natural rights, that is, that which inherently belongs to every person 
simply by virtue of having been born (e.g., the unfettered right to speak, assemble, 
defend oneself). The drafters of the UDHR on the other rejected natural rights in favor of 
"human rights" and (non-existent) "non-human rights." This perversion is in accordance 
with the views of Julian Huxley, the Director-General of the UN Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization at the time the UDHR was being drafted. (Huxley later became Sir 
Julian, definitely not one of the "common people".) A founder of the British Flora and 
Fauna Society and an advocate of euthanasia Huxley approved of plants and animals but 


detested humanity. ("Mankind is the greatest blight on the face of the earth," is how Ingrid 
Newkirk, a Huxley disciple and director of an American animal rights group, puts it.) 

The UDHR of course deals only with "human rights". Huxley's "non-human rights", the 
"rights" of plants and animals, are advocated in other UN publications such as the 1994 
book Our Global Neighborhood, the UN's tyrannical plan for "global governance." 
Unfortunately for people Our Global Neighborhood declares that "respect for life", a code 
name for plant and animal rights, has in effect supplanted "human rights." "Respect for 
life" is the view that mankind is just another lifeform not even necessarily on a par with 
plant or animal lifeforms. When necessary - the UN and its accredited non-government 
organizations will decide what is necessary -- mankind must yield to the "rights" of plants 
and animals such as Torrey's mountain mint and the bog turtle. So much for the UDHR 
as protector of "human rights." 

The Bill of Rights clearly prohibits government from meddling with rights. Our First 
amendment, for instance, forcefully limits the power of Congress: "Congress shall make 
no law" restricting the freedom of religion, assembly etc. UN Resolution 21 7A(III), (the 
UDHR), does just the opposite. In Orwellian language it declares that "The General 
Assembly [the world congress]... shall strive... by progressive measures, national and 
international, to secure [the] universal and effective recognition and observance [of rights 
and freedoms listed herein]." The UDHR thus has within the citadel a Trojan Horse, 
vested with unlimited power, that will destroy all rights and everyone who depends on it 
for protection. 

The Universal Declaration of Human Rights consists of thirty articles. The first twenty-one 
are fairly reasonable, although Art. 8 cancels out the other 21 by asserting that 
"fundamental rights" are "granted by the constitution or by law," the hidden premise being 
that the UN General Assembly can simply pass a law to cancel rights. (In contrast, our 
Bill of Rights acknowledges rights that pre-date the Constitution; our rights are not 
granted by the Constitution, nor can they be repealed by law.) Articles 22 through 28 of 
the UDHR are socialistic ("Everyone has the right to a standard of living adequate for the 
health and well-being of himself and his family, including food, clothing, housing...") Art. 
30 is potentially dangerous to liberty, and Art. 29 is downright totalitarian: "Everyone has 
duties to the community in which alone the free and full development of his personality is 
possible. In the exercise of his rights and freedoms, everyone shall be subject only to 
such limitations as are determined by law solely for the purpose of securing due 
recognition and respect for the rights and freedoms of others and of meeting the just 
requirements of morality, public order and the general welfare of a democratic society. 
These rights and freedoms may in no case be exercised contrary to the purposes and 
principles of the United Nations" 

Amazingly the Universal Declaration of Human Rights protects no individual rights; in fact 
it contains the seeds for the destruction of rights. It is a socialist manifesto and a 
prescription for tyranny. Ring the Liberty Bell and spread the word -- everyone needs to 
take an active part in preserving our unalienable individual rights!
